“ I come now to direct tho at­ 
tention of the house and the coun­ 
try,*’ says Congressman Howard, 
“ to a subject of vast intel est— 
to the fast-failing membership of 
the Grand Army of the Republic 
and the United Confederate Vet­ 
erans. 
They are discussing now 
a proposition to hold in the city 
of Washington in 1928 a joint 
reunion of the survivors of those 
two once mighty, but now failing 
organizations—failing only phys­ 
ically. 
“ I am particularly interested 
because of the fact that some of 
my own people were enrolled un­ 
der the stars and stripes in that 
great conflict, and some under the 
stars and bars. 
Again I ain par­ 
ticularly interested because of the 
fact that a magnificent soldier of 
the Union—Hon. L, D. Richards, 
residing at Fremont, Nebraska, 
in my own district—has been the 
chiefest advocate of this 
final 
joint reunion of the survivors of 
the armies of the blue and the 
gray. 
He presented his plan at 
the last reunion of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, held at 
Des Moines, Iowa, and will again 
present it at the 1927 reunion. 
I believe I can best introduce this 
splendid soldier, statesman, and 
humanitarian by quoting a para­ 
graph from one of his recent let­ 
ters, as follows:

“ Intended increases of acreage of 
oats and barley would produce larger 
crops of these grains, and this is 
not considered desirable except where 
these grains are needed for feed to 
be used on the farms where produced. 
“The slight increase in hard red 
spring wheat acreage appears desir­ 
able in view of the probable increase 
in harvested acreage in winter wheat. 
“ Grower's intentions to increase po­ 
tato acreage by 15 per cent with a fa­ 
vorable season and good yields might 
lead to a larger crop than can be sold 
at profitable prices. 
In the western 
states the intended increases are most 
likely to have serious results if aver­ 
age yields are obtained.”
